430  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  a 
decrease  of  277  from  1943?  largely  due  -  to  the  comparative  absence 
of  measles  during  the  year. 

My  prediction  that  whooping  cough  would  be 
prevalent  was  fully  borne  out,  there  were  192  cases  notified  and 
one  death,  mostly  during  the  early  months  of  the  year. 

Scarlet  fever,  97  cases,  was  the  highest 
incidence  for  twelve  years  but  was-  of  a  mild  type  with  no  deaths. 

A  similar  sharp  rise  occurred  throughout  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Diphtheria,  13  cases,  showed  a  further  decline 
and  was  the  lowest  incidence  for  eleven  years.  Two.  deaths  occurred 
in  non-immunised  children;  one  due  to  a  very  virulent  infection 
a.nd  the  other  an  unfortunate  missed  case  which  was  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  in  a  dying  condition,  having  been  treated  at 
home  as  mumps  for  ten  days. 

Diphtheri a  Immunisation : 

Immunisation  during  the  Monday  sessions  of  the 
Child  Welfare  Centre  has  continued  steadily  and  practically  all 
the  mothers  attending  the  Centre  now  accept  immunisation  as  a  normal 
procedure  when  their  children  reach  the  age  of  one  year. 

It  is  estimated  that  5 £$  of  the  pre-school 
children  and  73$  of  the  school  age  children  have  been  immunised, 
giving  a  total  of  687  for  the  District.  The .percentage  is  lower 
than  last  year  mainly  because  it  is  based  on  a  new  estimate  of  the 
child  population  made  by  the  Registrar-General  and  not  previously 
available . 

This  degree  of  immunisation  may  prevent  any 
large  outbreak  of  diphtheria  but  it  is  not  high  enough  to  remove 
the  ?.g  .r  from  the  District.  Propaganda  and  education  of  the 
publi'  must  continue  and  I  should  like  to  see  the  efforts  of  the 
official s  implemented  by  members  of  the  Council  on  all  possible 
occasions .

By  keeping  two  wards  closed  throughout  the  year  the 
staff  available  has  proved  adequate  and  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Crockett, 
has  continued  to  conduct  the  administrat ion  in  her  usual  highly 
efficient  way . 


M at e r n :L t v  an d  Child  Welfare, : 


The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition  and  attendances  again  showed  an  increase. 
The  condition  of  the  children  is  remarkably  good  for  the  fifth 
ye=-r  of  war  and  X  suggest  the  credit  for  this  is  due  to  the 
generous  provision  of  milk  and  other  foods  for  children  by  the 
Government ,  increased  family  income,  and  Clinic  supervision. 


A  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  institutional 
confinements  occurred  again 5  in  fact  almosc  40  a  of  the  bir'chs 
during  the  year  took  place  in  hopitals  or  nursing  homes.  Whilst 
it  must  be  admitted  that  part  of  this  tendency  is  due  to  difficult 
home  conditions,  expect ant  mothers  are  realising  the  advantages  of 
ho  spited  confinement  and  few  will  willingly  revert  to  domicil  ary 
midwifery  when  home  and  housing  conditions  become  more  normal.

Other  recommendations 
will  be  introduced  when  possible. 


The  Council  approved  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
scheme  for  the  canfe  of  unmarried  mothers  and  illegitimate  children 
in  Moral  Welfare  Homes. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  rapidly  increasing 
importance  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  will  be  fully 
realised  and  that  with  the  coming  of  Peace,  the  Council  will  adopt 
the  almost  universal  procedure  of  being  represented  at_  National 
and  regional  conferences  by  their  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Officer. 


Wartime  Nursery: 

The  Nursery  has  done  well  during  the  year  and  has 
been  highly  commended  by  inspectors;  it  has  been  approved  as  a 
Training  Centre  by  the  National  Association  of  Children's  Nurseries 
and  Miss  Thomas,  who  succeeded  Mrs.  Kendall  as  Matron,  and  Mrs. Booth, 
the  Warden,  are  to  be  congratulated  on  this  recognition  of  efficiency. 
Mothers  making  use  of  the  Nursery  are  unanimous  in  their  praise  of 
the  care  and  training  of  the  children,  and  the  improvement  in 
health  and  habits. 


The  number  of  children  on  the  register  has  not 
exceeded  7%  of  capacity,  but  it  is  serving  a  most  useful  _  national 
purpose  and  could  be  filled  to  capacity  if  open  go  one  children  of 
mothers  needing  relaxation  or  relief  during  illness  in  the  family. 

I  recommend  that  when  the  future  of  the  Wartime  Nursery 
comes  to  be  considered,,  the  interests  not  only  of  the  working  mothers, 
■but  of  the  working-class  mothers  and  their  difficulties  will  be 
duly  appreciated  and  provided  for.

An  order  was  placed  during  the  year  for  a  new  Dennis 
Refuse  Collecting  Vehicle  but  the  Ministry  of  War  Transport's 
sanction  was  delayed  for  several  months  and  the  vehicle  did  not 
come  into  service  until  April  1945* 


3.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

There  has  been  no  important  change  during  the  year. 
Seventeen  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  supply  were 
made  and  all  reports  but  one  were  satisfactory.  A  repeat  sample 
upon  the  unsatisfactory  report  was  satisfactory.  The  water 
continues  to  be  supplied  from  the  deep  wells  and  is  chlorinated; 
all  dwellings  are  supplied  by  mains  directly  to  the  houses 
except  in  two  instances  and  the  supply  is  constant.  Complaints 
are  becoming  more  frequent  of  cases  where  supplies  are  restricted 
in  quantity  by  the  obstruction  of  service  pipes  by  a  sandy  sediment.

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTORS  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR 


Lp.dies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  section  of  the  Health  Services  for  1944. 

Comparison  with  pre-war  reports  reveals  how  war  eornUtiong 
have  affected  the  work  of  the  Department,  and  increased  attention  to 
Rodent  Control  under  the  Ministry  of  Food's  Scheme  has  taken  up  much 
time.  Under  this  scheme  a  Rodent  Operative  wa.s  appointed,  centred 
at  and  controlled  from  Latham  House,  to  serve  the  areas  of  Haydock, 
Golborne,  and  Newton-le-Willows  U.D's. 

The  short  supply  of  labour  and  materials  has  interfered 
with  quick  compliance  with  notices  served  and  as  a  result  many  extra 
visits  and  more  correspondence  has  been  necessary  to  obtain  even 
carrying  out  of  comparatively  minor  repairs.  Many  houses  have  so 
deteriorated  that  demolition  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity 
is  the  only  satisfactory  remedy. 

House  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  has  been  maintained 
satisfactorily  in  spite  of  labour  and  transport  diff icultiesi 
A  return  to  Controlled  Tipping  is  urgently  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  combustion  and  vermin  on  the  tip  (both  have  been  very 
troublesome  during  the  year),  and  to  render  the  reclaimed  land 
useful  for  other  purposes  on  completion  of  the  tip.  Salvage  has 
demanded  much  attention  but  the  annua.l  yield,  following  the  national 
trend  of  salvage  collections,  has  decreased.

1  .  HOUSING. 

The  activities  of  the  department  in  this  connection 
have  continued  to  be  restricted  by  control  of  labour  and  materials 
and  we  have  again  been  Obliged  to  confine  requirements  mainly  to  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  and  dangerous  conditions.  There  have  been  no 
new  houses  built  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

2.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD, , 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  use  in  the  district 
and  all  butcher's  meat  is  supplied  from  Central  Depots.  Regular 
observation  is  kept  and  special  visits  are  made  where  necessary  to 
food  premises,  market  stalls,  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  vehicles. 
Samples  of  milk  supplied  to  schools  are  taken  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  and  eight  such  samples  were  taken  in  191',,  Four 
samples  of  milk  have  also  been  examined  bacteriologically  and  for 
Tubercle  bacilli.  Two  samples  were  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory; 
one  was  positive  far  Tubercle  bacilli.  Unsatisfactory  reports  were 
referred  t a  the  vendors  and  the  Health  Authorities  for  the  areas 
of  production. 

The  following  food  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis 
under  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  and  all  were  reported  upon  as  "Genuine”, 
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although  one  cocoa,  samples  was  stale  and  mouldy  but  the  balance 
of  the  stock  was  voluntarily  surrendered  for  disposal.
